Continuation of 2. NOTE: The amendment to claim to claims 1 and 9 to add limitations such as "destined for operation in a particular 
wireless network" and "including network communication parameters corresponding to this particular wireless network" and "and thereby 
allowing operation in the wireless network by drawing upon the initial configuration information" are new claim subject matter which 
requires further consideration and search. Further, applicant's lack of pointing out support in the specification for the additions raises the 
issue of new matter. It is unclear why the changes to claims 1 and 9 are necessary when claims 4, 12 and 20 are amended to particularly 
exclude these changes. It is also noted that the amendment creates three additional independent claims, for a total of five independent 
claims. This requires a fee for two claims in excess of three independent claims. . 
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
